ROOSEVELT T0 WIN 
IN EVERY COUNTY 


Georgia Representative 
Says He Sees No Evi- 
dence of Real Opposition 
in Any Part of State. 


Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt 
will carry every one of the 159 ¢oun- 
ties in Georgia in the presidential 
preference primary March 23, W. E. 
Page, his personal representative in 
this state, said Monday in making his 
first campaign prophecy. 

“IT do not know,” Page said; “of 
a single county which can be serious- 
ly considered in doubt. Roosevelt-for- 
President organizations already have 
been effected in most of the counties 
of the state and I am in correspon- 
dence now to effect organizations in 
every county which has not, so far, 
organized.” 

Roosevelt headquarters in the 
Piedmont hotel were completely mo- 
bilized for the @ampaign Monday with 
a battery of stenogsaphers, political 
assistants to Page and an outside 
telephone, Jackson 2677. Plans were 
being made for the meeting Wednes- 
day noon of the presidents of all the 
Roosevelt clubs in the state. 

At Columbus, Judge C. F. Me- 
Laughlin, who has been selected as 
chai of the speakers’ program, 
wae making speaking assignments for 
mass meetings and gradio stations. 
of the best-Enown political 
speakers in Georgia will take part in 
this phase of the pre-primary cam 
paign. 

Page made some general observa- 
tions Monday about the “opposition” 
to Roosevelt. 

“The public understands. this effort 
of the clackers who are now trying to 
muddy the water in Georgia,” he said. 
“What they are doing is not so much 
for its effect in this state but for the 
use of an ,, Opposition’ campaign in 
other states.” 

“There is not a republican paper,” 
Page said, “in the United States today 
that is not doing everything within its 
power to throw obstacles in the way 
of Roosevelt’s nomination. A few news- 
papers, neither democratic nor repybli- 

can, have joined with the republican 
newspapers in an effort to ‘stop Roose- 
velt.’ It is worthy of note that these 
newspapers, claiming to be democratic 
four years ago, were lustily support- 
ing Hoover for president over the 
democratie nominee. 

“It is a poor general who takes the 
advice of his enemy and it is a mighty 
poer democrat who goes to the repub- 
lican party for advice, Roosevelt will 
sweep this state in the March 23 
primary .as it’ was never swept be- 
fore. Put this in your hat and look 
at it after the primary and see if 
we have not sized up the situation 
correctly.” 

Among the developments at head- 
quarters, Monday was the receipt of 

a letter from James A. Farley, New 
York manager of the Roosevelt drive, 
expressing his appreciation of the 

“splendid” efforts being exerted in 
Georgia for the New York governor.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—(2)—A | 
report recommending that Senator 
John Fi.

Heflin ran against Bankhead as an 
independent “Jeffersonian democrat” 
and, ot mee to the official cout

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Finnish Troops, Fascists 
In Clash Near Helsingfors 


Rebellion as Lupua 


President Issues Emergency Decree To Avert 


Forces Begin Politi- 


cal March on Capital. 


HELSINGFORS, Finland, Feb. 29. 
(?)—A fascist march on the capital 
today encountered government troops 
25 miles away and a clash of arms 


nsued but its outcome was not im- 
ediately appa-cnt due to crippled 
communication. 

The fascists, or Lapua, simultane- 
ously served a demant of President 
Pehr. Edwin Svinhufyud to shear 
Marxists and socialists from the gov- 
ernment or suffer the conenunnen of 
civil war. 

The president's reply was an emer- 
gency safety law giving himself ex- 
treme military powers to meet the re- 
bellion. 
~ The decree permitted suppression of 
newspapers guilty of agitation, dissolu- 
tion, of demonstrations, search of 
homes, examination of persons out-of; 
doors and the hindrance of armed in- 
dividuals moving from place to place, 
and all other necessary steps to pre- 
serve order. 

The government decided to arrest 
all Lapua leaders, it was learned 
from informed quarters. Two of the 
leaders were identified as Vihtori 
Kosola and General Wallenius. The 
arrests were expected to be made to- 
morrow. 

“The situation tonight is consider- 
ably better than it was this morning,” 
General Malmberg, chief of the civil 
guard, said. 

It was said in official quarters 
that the whole Lapua movement was 

“proving a fiasco,” the Lapua orders 
having been obeyed only in southern 
Finland. Reports from Mantsala, 
reenter of the movement, said many 


Lapuans were returning home and 
that there were only a few fresh ar- 
rivals. 

The civil guatds, as to whose loy- 
alty there had been doubts, were said 
officially to be standing firmly by 
the government. 

The ultimatum which brought the 
presidential decree declared: 

‘Speedy and determined steps can 
yet save the country from civil war, 
which is othe-wise inevitable. We will 
not now leave our work half-finish- 
ed but will drive it along to victory 
at the price of life and soul: We are 
fully armed and prepared to conquer 
or die.” 

The government broadcast word that 
the threatened marches on Helsinfors 
and other acts directed against the 
city will’ be stopped. The capital was 
ringed with government troops ready 
for an attack. Soldiers were dis- 
patched to all nearby strategie points, 
and examined all railroad trains enter- 
ing this area. 


The order mobilizing the Lapua for 
a march on Helsingors to “take over 
the government” specified four days 
of actual service and asked each La- 
pua man to bring rations for that 
period. 

The communications area outside 
of Helsingfors was seriously inter-

Of the amount, Fort 
would receive $640,000; 
Pherson, $140,000, and 
thorpe, $120,000. 

A total authorization of $15,000,- 
000 is carried in the measure, and 
will provide additional housing for 
245, officers, 387 noncommissioned of- 
ficers, 3,675 enlisted mén, 312 pa- 
tients in hospitals and 78 nurses. Fort 
Benning’s allotment will be used for 
barracks to accompodate 740 men. 

Congress has previously authorized 
hew construction at this station as 
follows: $1,840,000 for barracks to 
accommodate 2,760 enlisted men, 
$656,000 for 96 sets of noncommis- 
sioned officers’. quarters, $1,200,660 
for 84 sets of officers’ quarters, $315,- 
000 for completing hospital for 234 
patients, $65,000 for quarters to ac- 
eommodate 28 nurses, complete, and 
$60.000 for a dispensary, complete. 

The permanent quarters at Fort 
Benning prior to the inauguration of 
the army housing program by the last 
congress accommodated 10 non-com-

Chairamn Norbeck, of the senate 
banking committee, today promised 


a “thorough investigation.” He an- 
nounced that William B. Perkins, 
New York attorney, will be heard 
first. 

On the floor of the senate, Bark- 
ley, of Kentucky. a member of the 
committee, and Connally, of - Texas, 
both democrats, ridiculed administra- 
tion contentions that bear raiders 
were responsible for the low prices 
of securities. 

Senator Walcott, republican, Con- 
necticut, who has said that a group of 
professional speculators has been de- 
liberately driving down prices by 
short selling operations, was on his 
way back to the capital with the list 
of names of those he believes respon- 
sible. 

It is understood that about 15 men 
are on the Walcott list and there is 
every indication now that the commit- 
tee will insist upon a full inquiry to 
determine to just what extent the 
professional short sellers of securities 
have been responsible for drops in 
prices that have followed upward 
movements resulting from  yarious 
steps in the reconstruction program.

RUSSO.AP CLASH 
SEEN IN MASSING 
OF SOVIET TROOPS 


100,000 Reported Mobil- 
ized Near Vladivostok 
With Large Supplies of 
Food and Munitions.

TOKYO, Feb. 29.—(#)—The for- 


eign office was informed today that 


100,000 soviet Russian troops have 
been massed in the vicinity of Viadivo- 
stok in preparation for what is con- 
sidered in Russia to be an inevitable 
conflict with Japan. 

This information eame from Jap- 
anese Consul Yamaguchi at Vladivo- 


stok, who reported troops were sta-| 


tioned in that city and along the Us- 


suri railway near the border ofs North 
Manchuria. 

In a telegram to the foreign office, 
the consul asserted in iodine factory 
at Olga Bay was being converted for 
the manufacture of poison gas and 
fortifications at the entrance to Vladi- 
vostok harbor and on Russian Island 
were being strengthened by new heavy 
guns and anti-aircraft batteries. 

Basing his report on information 
which hé said he received from a re- 
liable foreign source, M. “Yamaguchi 
declared there were two army corps 
in the immediate vicinity of Viadi- 
vostok and most of the troops were 
new arrivals from European Russia. 

Day, Night Movements. 

Munitions, foodstuffs and military 
supplies of all kinds were being 
brought in day and night, he said, and 
three new forts were under construc- 
tion at Sedanka on Amur Bay; near 
Vladivostok. 

The consul informed the foreign of- 
fice he had been told the Russians 
considered a Russo-Japanese clash to 
be inevitable—if not over -Manchuria, 
ther over the fisheries question, which 
has been a source of friction between 
the two countries for several years. 

He reported the principal troop con- 
centrations were at Radolnaya, Ugol- 
naya and Shkotova, north of Viladi- 
vostok, and in the Possiet Bay district 
to the south. Communist youth or- 
ganizations, he said, were helping to 
patrol the Ussnii railway: 

The consul asserted the troop move- 
ment from Europe. has been under 
way several months and in support he 
cited a. troop train wreck near Omsk 
early in December, 

No Concern Expressed. 

Neither the foreign. office nor the 
war office expressed any concern over 
the reported massing of Russian 
troops. A war ofiice spokesman said 
for some time it had been known the 
soviet was concpntrating its military 
forces and the action probably was 
dre to “unwarranted soviet nervots- 
ness” regarding Japan's intentions in 
Manchuria. 

The Moscow government has agreed 
to allow the Chinese Eastern railway, 
jointly owned by Russia and China, 
to be used for Japanese troop move- 
ments into northeastern Manchuria. 
This permission was granted after Ja- 


pan explained the sole purpose of the};

nt Nearly Over, 
F lowers Presage Spring’s Advent 
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B ight Skies, :

The flowers that bloom in the 
spring, tra la, have nothing to do with 
the case, despite the fact that spring, 
officially, is three weeks off. It has 


been here for quite a spell, according 
to C. F. von Herrmann, local meter- 
ologist. The winter which is drawing 


est ever recorded in Atlanta. Many 
shrubs and flowers have. not gone 
through their usual dormant stage at 
all, it was pointed out. 


Brisk northwest winds, clear skies 
and moderate temperatures will ushet 
in the month of March, the forecaster 
said. The mercury Monday skidded 
about between 48 and 70 degrees, and 
things will be much the same way to- 
day, with a range of from 50 to 70 
degrees. 


The record mild winter was just 2.3 
degrees warmer than this winter thus 
far, according to the records. The win- 
ter of 1889-00 had an average tem- 
perature of 54.3 degrees. while the 
winter of 1931-32 has had an average 
of 52 degrees, 

This 52 degrees was eight degrees 
above the normal winter weather. how- 
ever, as the normal temperature is 44 
degrees. However, there were al] sorts 
of little records broken this winter. 
On December 12 ,the mercury reached 
a T4-degree maximum which shatter- 
ed all heat records for December. In 
January another heat record was bro- 
ken beyond repgir when the reading 
reached 76, on the 13th, breaking the 
January record. In February the high- 
est recorded, 75 degrees, made on sev- 
eral occasions, was the closest ap- 


to a close has been next to the mild-! 


proch to the February record of 78 
degrees established in 1890. 

December, 1931, was 6.7 degrees 
above the normal temperature for that 
month, with an average temperature 
of 51.4 degrees. January, this year, 
saw an, average temperature of 51.2 
degrees, which was 8.6 degrees above 
the normal, and February had an 
average temperature of 53 degrees, 
which was exactly 8 degrees above 
the normal. 

The temperature pulled off another 
cute stunt which probably broke an- 
other record. The normal number of 
times the mercury. is supposed to 
slide below the freezing point and en- 
danger shrubbery and other freezable 
thjngs is 37 times. Atlanta saw the 
mercury below freezing just seven 
times this last winter. 4 

As for the rainfall, the drouth was 
definitely broken in November and 
the winter’s average rainfall has been 
close to the normal mark, now being 
22 of an inch ‘on the good side of 
the ledger. Atlanta had a wet De- 
cember with*12.07 inches of rain, put- 
ting it 7.37 inches over the normal 
amount. In January there were 4.58 
inches of rain, it being .37 of an inch 
above normal. and in February Atlan- 
ta received 5.52 inches of rain, .59 
of an inch to spare. Since the first 
of January Atlanta has had 10.10 
inches of rain. 

The mild winter has 
generally over the state, Mr. von 
Herrmann said, especially in south 
Georgia, where many varieties of 
flowers instead of withering during 
the winter have continued to bloom, 
and some shrubbery has remained 
green throughout the season.

A proposal for simultaneous 
withdrawal of Japanese and Chi- 
nese forces from Shanghai was de- 
clared to be unacceptable to Japan 
by an official spokesman today. 

A new Japanese offensive on the 
Shanghai front, threatening to lift 
the fight to new heights, drowned 
out talk today of an imminent 
peace. 

A fresh Japanese division of 12,- 
000 men was reported to have land- 
ed near Liuho, 20 miles north of 
Shanghai, where Chinese troops 
waited to receive them with rifles 
and machine guns. 

General Yoshinori Shirakawa, who 
has been expected to take over the 
supreme command of the Japanese 
forces on the battle lines, came 
ashore from a newly arrived cruiser. 

A proposal for truce at Shanghai 
and an international conference to 
arrange a final settlement of the 
Sino-Japanese conflict was accept- 
ed yesterday by the representatives 
of Japan and China on the League 
of Nations council. Ep 

The United States is participat- 
ing in this new move for peace, as 
are Great Britain, France and 
Italy. All four have important in- 
terests in Shanghai. 

In hopeful tones both the Chinese 
and Japanese representatives at 
Geneva gave their support to the 
peace plan and promised to recom- 
mend immediate acceptance to their 
governments. 

The attitude of Japan was in 
marked contrast to the position she

Noe said: 

**“T’ve pleaded, begged, argued and 
asked others to talk to him, I’ve 
done everything to make him see we 
should have a boy.” 

Mrs. Noe said she had visited a 
Baltimore physician who had advised 
her she was physically fit to bear 
children.

“NEW YORK, Feb. 
Thomas M. Farley, Tammany chief- 
tain ‘shorn by Governor Roosevelt of 
his robes as county sheriff, listened 
with confident air today as attorneys 
sifted a jury panel of 150 persons for 
12 to hear his trial for.second degree 
larceny. 

Appearing more jovial than when he 
attempted unsuccessfully to explain to 
the governor the source of large bank 
deposits in recent years, Farley heard 
politics injected vaguely into the case 
almost at .its outset. 

William M. K. Oleott, special pros- 
ecutor, made a special point of asking 
the first. venireman called to what po- 
litical party he belonged. Farley's 
counsel, Alfred J. Talley, protested, 
but in vain. ee 

Tammany Hall, focal point of Sam- 
uel Seabury’s investigation of New 
York city affairs which brought about 
the indictment of the former sheriff, 
came into the case early. Talley asked 
each prospective juror whether or not 
he was prejudiced against Tammany 
or the people in it. 

Those were only the first two of 
what promises to be a long. series of 
political angles to the trial. Hight 
jurors were selected speedily, 

The larceny charge is the result of 
Farley keeping interest on money en- 
trusted to him by litigants. He has 
admitted keeping the interest, but con- 
teaded he was entitled to it since the 
sheriff is held responsible for the 
money. 

Farley’s attorneys are expected to 


‘leite the history of the sheriff's office 


to bolster this contention, If they do, 
the name of Alfred BE. Smith, who 
onee held the offiea, probably. will fig- 
ure in Farley's defense. 

It was brought out at a session of 
the Hofstadter legislative committee, 
of which Seabury is chief counsel, that 
past sheriffs, including Smith, kept in- 
terest on litigants’ money. 

Governor Roosevelt touched on the 
point in dismissfhg Farley from of- 
fice. “It is sufficient to say,” he 
wrote in his decision, “that although 
long continued this has been a highly 
improper practice in New York 
county.”

The Five-Year 
Plan. 


One of the implications of the five- 
year plan in the soviet union is a 
drastic change in the conditions of 
labor and life in the future. Slowly 
it is becoming clear at what the 
soviets are aiming. And now, with 
the five-year plan practically assured 
of success, and another plan of in- 
dustrialization to follow it, we can 
see that they will ultimately reach 
their goal. Unless some unforeseen 


circumstance intervenes, a war for in- 
stance, or a major disaster of simi- 
lar dimensions, it may be said that 
the soviets will in all likelihood pre- 
sent the world with a new sort of 
state that will be a challenge to the 
rest of humanity. It is better to see 
these things straight into the eye 
than to ridicule and vilify the Rus- 
sian experiment and its initiators. 

To be a realist does not mean to 
be a bolshevik at all. When Russia 
is completely industrialized, when the 
markets. become finally saturated, 
they claim over there they will have 
no business depression, but will sim- 
ply curtail the hours of labor grad- 
ually, curtail manufacture and keep 
demand and supply functioning at 
equal levels. They can much better 
afford to do this than we, for they 
will not be manufacturing things for 

rofit. They will be manufacturing 
or use only. When the demand rises 
for certain commodities, manufacture 
will be speeded up. 

It stands to. reason that the rest of 
the world, without adopting the Rus- 
sian system of supply and demand, 
must nevertheless discover some way 
of distributing the wealth that it so 
abundantly produces. We need to 
think out some rational process of 
our own. The present way of drift- 
ing along aimlessly, waiting for some 
miragle to occur and consoling our- 
selves with the dreary consolation 
that depressions come in cycles, is 
not worthy of men who build up the 
present gigantic structure of industry.

ceding general election. 

After a battle in court had failed 
to rescind the ruling of the state 
democratic executive committee, 
which “barred” bolters, former Sena- 
tor Heflin announced he would run 
as an independent candidate. 

Named in August Primary. 

Bankhead was nominated in the 
August, 1930, democratic primary. 

Former Senator Heflin and his sup- 
porters then organized the Jeffersonian 
democrats and placed a ticket headed 
by the former senator for United 
States senator, Hugh A. Locke, of Bir- 
mingham, for governor and Dempsey 
Powell for lieutenant governor in the 
field opposing the democratic. ticket. 

The subsequent campaign brought 
forth speakers in every section of the 
state in behalf of the two tickets. 

After the returns had been can- 
vassed, former Senator Heflin claim- 
ed the election and termed it “the most 
colossal piece of ballot thievery ever 
perpetrated-in Alabama.”’ 

Files Contest. 

He filed his contest with the sen-

Answer: The question you raise is 
a very interesting one and many 
players fail to find the correct lead. 
The best method of securing 3 tricks 


with this holding is to lead the Queen 
toward the A 10 9. This assures a 
minimum of 3 tricks whenever K J x 
are at the left of the hand holding 
the Queen. If K J x are at the right 
of the Ace, of course, 2 tricks in the 
suit will be lost, but assuming one 
plays toward the ‘Queen, 2 tricks will 
also be lost when K J x are at the 
right of the Queen. Hence one of 
these combinations balances the other. 
There is one possible combination 
in which the lead of the Queen will 
cost a trick and that is in the case 
when the singleton King is at the 
right of the Queen and four to the 
Knave are held by the other adver- 
sary. This, however, does not hap- 
pen often enough to balance the elim- 
ination of the guess, 

The lead of the Queen eliminates 
the element of guess in situations 
where the King is in one hand and a 
Knave in the other and assures the 
making of at least 3 tricks with the 
holding you give.
